Possessin g n o m eetin g house, the members of 
the n ewly form ed religious organ ization con d uct­ 
ed th eir services in th eir homes. 
These small 
but w ell-con d ucted services were the foun d ation 
for the future grow th of the church. 
Special m eetin gs a t which speakers from other 
churches would ad d ress the con gregation aid ed 
in bin d in g th e first m em bers of the church in to 
a stron g religious organ ization . 


The regular services of the church held in the 
hom es of the m em bers were usually con d ucted

From 1867 un til 1887 the church con tin ued to 
hold m eetin gs an d services in this m an n er. 


In the latter year, feelin g th at the church 
was n ow firmly placed as a religious organ ization 
in Salem, the members con clud ed th a t a m eetin g 
hou.se should be eon stn icted . 
The plan m et with 
the approval of the con gregation an d a lot at 
the corn er of the Dam ascus 
an d 
B en ton road s 
was purchased for the purpose of build in g the 
church. 
After appropriatin g a sum of mon ey for the 
n ew m eetin g house, plan s for its con struction got 
un d er way. 
Rapid progress was m ad e on the con struction 
of the church, an d by November of 1887, the

The results of the organ ization work began ¿o 
show in 1903 when the Salem church was hon ­ 
ored with the state con feren ce of the Churches 
of God . 
Large groups of m em bers of the church from 
all over the sta te atten d ed this con feren ce, the 
first of its kin d ever to be held in Salem . 
Speakers at the con feren ce were M Joblin of 
Clevelan d . J. F. W agn er of R ochester. I n d . A H.

Mt. Vern on , O. 
The first con feren ce held in Salem was so suc­ 
cessful th a t a t its con clusion it was d ecid ed to 
again hold the 1904 con feren ce in Salem .
